Curious as to the l^eason for 
the new construction at the loc¬ 
al Sugar Factory, we took a 
jaunt down there this wee|k to 
see what it was all about, and 
with Superintendent C.R. Wing 
had a really enjoyable hour and 
a half meandering about th** big 
plant . watching the changes 
now in progress, and those that 
had already been made. The 
poet said “The old order chang- 
eth and yieldeth place to new.” 
This is decidedly true of the 
Factor v and the equipment be¬ 
ing installed from year to year 
t 0 modernize the mill and in¬ 
crease. its efficiency. 

As announced latently a new 
turbo-generator has arrived saf 
ely from England, crossing the 
ocean through the submarines, 
mines, and so on, and arriving 
safely, and this is now almost 
installed. The different com-

With the inst¬ 
allation of this, the second large 
generator in the mill, they have 

switqhljoard there, and power 
capacity .that will give them all 
the “juice” they want for some 
time. We were informed that 
either of the two generators 
would generate all the power 
they need now, but with the tw c 
of them the work will be cEasier 
and they will have a standby, 
just in case. 

Walking about the- mill we 
saw tlmfe medium sized tanks 
and one especially large one in ¬ 
stalled, and >vere told that these 
tanks replace the battery of 
K,clle v presses which have been 
in use since the factory started. 
These operate on a vacuum prin¬ 
ciple, rotating very slowly, as 
the juice is pulled into the in¬ 
terior of the tank, and the cake 
scraped off the outside and sent 
down the sewer. The extremely 
large tank, 20 feet in diametelr 
is a sort of settling tank, where 
the discarded juice is given a 
final working over before it is 
dumped to the drain pipes. The 
new corner in the factory, about 
25 by 25 feet is being built to 
house this big tank, which is 
standing on 10 foot concrete 
footings. 

Journeying about we notic 
ed concrete stands waiting for 
a large number of electric mot 
ors, and were informed Hi at 
<j\ch unit in the mill will be in- 
dividall v operated by thesd mot¬ 
ors, equipped with safety 
switches which prevents fuse 
blowing in case of overload, and 
make the! mill safer, doing away 
with the nuanv feet driv: 
shafts and belting that have 
been in operation. While it will 
take another yclar or two to 
complete, it is planned to replace 
every belt driven unit in the 
plant with these* individual and 
direct drive motors. Besides 
making it safer, this system, 
proven efficient in industry, wm 
make the general vielw of the 
plant much better and freer 
from obstructions. 

These changes are not with ¬ 
out their feelings 0 f sadness on 
the part of th e employees of the 
company who have lx»en with it 
since tre start. On our visit we 
noticed one’ of the tw 0 main 
steam engines of the plant in 
course being wreckitl, an 1 
the other one gone, and tin 
cement ba'se being blasted old 
and rebuilt to floor ldvel. Thes 
machines had come to be almost 
a part uf the engineering staff, 
and to see them dismantled a(nd

T he har\est is on in full swing 
and nelarly every field sees com« 
bines or binders busy from day 
light to dark taking care of thd 
grain. Harvesting this fall is a 
joyful surprise to all concerned. 
After the cry of blue ruin a few 
weeks ago, and even during the 
rainstorm tha pessimists crying 
that it was too late to do any 
good, this district is harvesting 
one of the finest crops, so far 
as quality is concerned that it 
has harvested in a long time. 

It was a miracle the effect of 
tlu- rain. Fields that before it 
camo looked like seven and eight 
bushel crops are turning out 
bet veep sixteen and twenty- 
four, and the wheat is the pret¬ 
tiest wheat wc have ever seen, 
speaking generally. One elev- 
ator man informed us last week 
that thc lightest of the new 
wheat he had taken in weighed 
62 pounds to the bushel and 
that it ran from that to 66 
with the average about 64. Elev 
a tor bins thaat ordinarily hold 
2200 bushels would hold 2500 
bushels of this year’s wheat, 
and while with the Government 
doing the purchasing, the best 
grade given is a No. 1, he said 
that a lot of No. 1 hard he had 
purchased did not equal the 
quality of this year’s wheat. 

The story is not all toln .vet. 
Some of the later wheat, that 
portion which benefitteH rnos». 
from thc rain, has not beep cut 
yet. When that is harvested, 
there may lie an even better 
stor v to tell. One farmer told 
i*r Thursday, that a field he 
was on now’ woul^ average 25 
bushels per acre, and possibly 
more, and that thc rest of his 
crop was a little later and 
would show more benefit from 
the storm, and this from fields 
which before the radn looked 
sick and almost hopeless 
Thi is Soul liven Alberta for 
vou. ,Yo;» never know till har¬ 
vest what the harvest will be.

Establishment of another 
Maple Leaf Club for the accom¬ 
modation ol Canadian troops on 
leave in London, England, lias 
been authorized by the Canad¬ 
ian Red Cross Society Dr. Fred 
\V. Routley, national commis¬ 
sioner, announced yesterday. 

The finftl Maple Leal Club, 
operated by the Society since 
the early stages of the war, has 
provided thousands of Canadian 
soldiers with overnight accom¬ 
modation'and meals at the low¬ 
est possible rates, and innumer¬ 
able letters of gratitude have 
been received. Recreational fac¬ 
ilities aa*c provided without cost 
and tile men are taken on sight 
seeing trips by voluntary work¬ 
ers. ,»including many Canad an 
giris. 

The second club, with 200 
beds, is being opened a t ti e re¬ 
quest ol the Overseas Commit^ 
tec of the Canadian Red Cress 
and of Canadian Arm v . officials 
in England because the facilities 
of the lirst Maple l^eui Club 
have been overtaxed and furth¬ 
er accommodation is needed for 
the Canadian troops, moat 01 
whom arc unfamiliar in Lon¬ 
don. 

Dr. Routley also announced 
that the Canadian Red Crosg is 
sending fivd station wag ns to 
England to use with the mobile 
surgical units of the Canadian 
N;eurological Hospital. These 
are needed urgently to trans¬ 
port officers to the spot where 
the surgical units are called to 
handle hoa f i injuries resulting 
from bombings.
